Wanted the Black Flag. 


Several men insisted strongly that the black 
flag be carried and hot words were exchanged 
by the two factions in Which the crowd now 
seemed to be divided. There were many dark 
looks and sullen words exchanged and the 
trouble, which afterward broke out, might 
have been precipitated at any time. 

The better element led the procession, which 
numbered several thousand. Headed by the 
brass band the people left the Lake-Front in 
an orderly manner, marching six or eight 
abreast,as the crowded condition of the street 
would allow. The elementof thecrowd which 
seemed to look and wish for trouble followed 
the more orderly marching column both 
in the street and on the sidewalk. 
People were jostled from the sidewalk 
and horses standing at the curb were rudely 
jerked about, ostensibly to make room for the 
marching crowd. This occurred near the rear 
of the parade, while at the front the men were 
orderly and quiet. They marched down 
Michigan avenue to Adams street, west on 
Adams to Wabash, north on Wabash to Wash- 
ington, then west on Washington to the City 
Hall. The band,led by the men who had ad- 
dressed the meeting and followed by the grow- 
ing crowd, reached the City Hall and turned 
north on La Salle street. Nothing of interest 
happened until the head of the parade reached 
Lake street and turned eass. The center of 
the parade was then opposite the City Hall. 
Then occurred the mail wagon incident and 
the subsequent fight. 

Two of the men who upset Martindale’s 
buggy and were foremostin the fight that 
raged about it were arrested and locked up 
at the City Hall. Both men were Poles and 
gave the names of Michael Horonice and Jo- 
seph Wenzel. When Horonice was taken into 
the station he said: | 

J will get a razor and cut my throat. I 
have had nothing to eat for two days and now 
I get clubbed. I don’t want to live.” 

When he was searched $2.40 was found ih 
his pocket, but he refused to say why, if he 
was hungry, he had not bought bread. Neither 
would he give any explanation as to why he 
had a large number of cartridges on his per- 
son. Heisa big, powerful, unprepossessing- 
looking man, and the rough treatment 
he had received from the police did 
not help his appearance. He was sulky 
and sullen and after his declaration before 
mentioned declined to say a word. Wenzel 
isa much smaller man with strong Slavonic 
features.

Inspector Ross’ Injuries. 

Bleeding from a great cut in his head and 
still dazed by the heavy blows that were 
rained upon him by the rioters Inspector 
Ross was assisted to his office by his brother 
officers. He was met by Chief Brennan at 
the south door of the City Hall, who anxiously 
inquired as to the extent of the Inspector’s 
injuries and ordered that a number of physi- 


a neighboring drug store by those who had 
pisked him up and were protecting him 
from the blows of the rioters Mayor Harri- 
son was in a barber shop near at hand getting 
his hair cut. The barber had just put on the 
finishing touches when word came there was 
a riot in front of the City Hall. The Mayor 
was out of the chair in an instant. The 
barber will wait until another day for the 
price of a hair cut. His Honor was 
on the street in another instant; he started 
at first to run to the City Hall, but probably 
thinking it would but add to the disorder and 
unquiet feeling if he were seen running to the 
scene of the trouble he slowed down toa rapid 
walk and made his way to the City Hall. The 
Mayor looked neither to the left nor to the right. 
His eyes were cast down and he did not seem 
to hear the salutations of innumerable people 
who addressed him, A reporter approached 
him, 

The riots have broken out, it seems, Mr. 
Mayor,“ he said. 

„Go away. This is no time to talk. Wait 
until I see what this trouble is,“ he said. 

At the foot of the elevators he met Chief 
Brennan, and thetwo went into Inspector 
Shea’s office. 

Brennan, I want no more parades,” said 
the Mayor as they came out.

Leaving the Chief he went for a moment to 
see wounded Inspector Ross and then left.

Chief Brennan Rushes In. 


The Chief was not inclined to discuss the 
situation. He was one of the first to mingle 
with the crowd in the streets, and, it is said, 
laid more than one man low with blows from 
his strong right. He was sitting quietly in 
his office perusing the opinion on street 
parades just handed down to him from the 
Law Department when the parade started by 
the City Hall. The band passed his window 
and he looked out upon the ranks of the un- 
employed while he held in one hand the au- 
thority from the Law Department to stop 
such processions if they were not conducted 
in an orderly manner. As he looked a wild 
shout came from the direction of Wash. 
ington street and the men who had 
passed were seen to turn and run 
back toward the corner they had just passed. 
The Chief seemed to divine the shout 
meant trouble, for he reached for his 
hat and in less than a minute was rac: 
down-stairs, with Lieuts. Baubein and O'Neill 
close behind him. They arrived on the street 
just as Inspector Shea and his men rushed 
into the crowd from the Central Station. The

Resolutions Are Read, 


The Chairman of the meeting got up on the

those rights guaranteed to all law-abiding citi- 
gens, the right to meet and to parade in public. 

Resolved, That the unemployed men of Chicago 
determine to continue their meetings and parad- 
ings until such time as the municipal authorities 
and prominent business-men undertake prompt 
measures for the alleviation of said distress. 

Resolved, That we, the unemployed, assembled 
on Lake-Front Park, do urgently request your 
Honor that as Mayor of Uhicago you will use 
your influence to distribute at once public work 
which will give employment to the workless and 
at the same time tend to materially improve this 
great city. We euggest in the first place that you 
instruct the Drainage Commissioners to em- 
ploy more men and push work on the canal 
both in the interest of the unemployed, 
who would gain work thereby, and in the 
interest of the health of the people of this 
city, which is jeopardized by the unsanitary 
condition which now prevails. Secondly, that 
you cooperate with prominent business-men in 
the undertaking now on hand to construct a 
large Columbian Museum to contain interesting 
articles how in the Fair and which should be re- 
tained exclusively here on behalf of the arts and 
sciences, and that you influence said prominent 
business-men to commerce construction with 
débris of World's Fair material, and by so doing 
employ many men now idle.

Day Especially Devoted te Machinery Hall 
| Develops, Scenes Sublime and Ridicu- 
lous=Newspapers Made Before the Eyes 
from the Making of the Paper and 
Type- steam Pump Draws Lemonade 
Aquatic Sports in Lagoon—Mr. Depew 
Sends a Telephone Message. 


More than 100,000 people tramped through 
of me- 


engines. 

It was Machinery Hall day—the first of the 
special days to be devoted to each of the great 
exhibit buildings under the management of 
the Associated American Exhibiters. Every- 
thing movable in the buiiding was set to run- 
ning when the sun showed over the lake in the 


morning. The im engines were throb- 
bing with life. Tog giant electric cranes were 
running on their ks close under the roof, 
loaded with people half a-tremble between fear 
and ‘delight. In every section there was a be- 
wildering whirl and rattle. Everything from 
a printing press to a sausage machine was at 
work. Up in the tower the mellow bells were 
chiming a sweet-voiced welcome. 

In the afternoon there was a program of 
aquatic sports on the lagoon that kept more 
than 50,000 people in a roar of laughter. All 
day it was but a step from the sublime to the 
ridiculous. At one glance could be seen the 
‘greatest boiler plant in the world, throbbing 
with prisoned force. At the next a fat man in 
a red and blue bathing suit walking a greased 
pole thirty feet above the water for a prize of 


a bologna sausage. 

In the evening there was a promenade con- 
cert and a reception to Citizen Train and 
other eccentric individuals. All day there 
was music. Halfadozen bands played their 
loudest and jolliest music. The steam chime 
whistles were blown by the pressure of an 
electric button in the Naval observatory at 
Washington. The long distance telephone 
and the phonograph were pressed into service. 
In sixty-three minutes by the clock an entire 
newspaper was turned out complete, the 
paper itself being made from wood pulp with- 
in that time by one of the machines in the 
building. Atthesame hour congratulatory 
telegrams came over the long distance tele- 
phone from Chauncey M. Depew at New 
York and other distinguished. people. They 
were at once reproduced by the phonograph, 
the messages set up by lightening typesetting 
machines—the type itself having been cast 
from molten metal before the eyes of the 
spectator—and completed souvenirs were dis- 
tributed to the tens of thousands who 


thronged the building. 
Cylinder Head Blows Out. 

While the crowd was at its height there was 
a loud explosion and a rush of people which 
might easily have resulted ina panic. It was 
found that a twelve-inch cylinder head@n a 
big Russell engine had blown out. it struck 
and crushed through a two-inch iron rail and 
narrowly escaped striking a group of specta- 
tors. This, however, was the only thing com- 
ing anywhere near a serious accident to mar 


the day. 

One of the pumping engines poured out all 
the afternoon a big stream of lemonade of 
which every visitor was invited to drink a 
glass. Many exhibiters gave away special 
and unique souvenirs. Thousands of people 
carried off pretty brushes, while others had 
tiny souvenir bricks; miniature band saws, 
and handsome silk badges. 

In the afternoon at least 50,000 people 
massed themselves about the lagoon, where at 
1 o’clock the aquatic sports began. First was 
an exhibition of the work of a diver by Capt. 
D. Mertvago of the Imperial Russian navy. 
He went down half a dozen times in his big 
suit under the water, and illustrated thé use 
of the electric light and the telephone in sub- 
marine work. One ofthe most pleasing feat- 
ures in the afternoon was the battle between 
crews of carpenters and miklwrights and 
steamfitters, who were stationed on barges 
anchored in the center of the lagoon. Each 
crew was armed with a line of hose, throw.ng 
water under eighty pounds pressure. The 
men wore bathing suits, and at the 
word the streams were. turned on full 
head. Charles Gardner, an immensely fleshy 
man, in a violent red and blue-striped suit, 
who commanded the.carpenters and mill- 
wrights, a the first charge straight in the 
face and keeled over backward into the bot- 
tom of the barge. A moment later he rallied, 
however; and not until the fire of the enemy 
had filled their barge with water so that it 
sank did his gallant men give up the fight. 
Next came an amusing novelty in the shape of 
a sham battle between the royal horse ma- 
rines. Their chargérs were made of barrels, 
ornamented with the head and tail of a horse, 
and fitted beneath with heavy center boards. 


Walk Along a Greased Spar. 


Most uproarious of all, however, was the 
scene presented when a dozen men, one after 
another, attempted to walk out along the 
greased spar projecting over the lagoon, from 
the end of which dangled a big ham and an 
immense bologna sausage. One after another 
they tumbled off into the water and not until 
one bold sailor lad, having lost his foothold, 
hugged the spar in his arms and pushed him- 
self along to the end were the porcine dain- 
ties captured. Then they both tumbled off 
the end of the sparand sunk. Gardner, the 
fat man, who had by this time become a 
screaming favorite with the audience, took a 
headforemost plunge and came up with the 
fifty-pound ham in his teeth. The applause 
which greeted him would have frightened a 
music-hall favorite into a fit. 

But the farcical part of the day’s program 
was by no means the most — While 
the thousands watched the men sporting in the 
water other multitudes were more seriously 
busy viewing the wonders within the great 
building. They saw raw sugar turned into the 
finest candies before their eyes: they saw a 
com plete type foundry in operation, turning 
crude metal into finished type while ‘they 
watched. They looked at great looms wea vi 
silk, cotton, and woel, from the finest ant 
most delicate ribbons to rough rugs. They 
saw boards turned into writing paper, pig-iron 
into horseshoe nails, and elay into bricks. 
The weary housewife smiled with satisfaction 
as she looked at a sewing-machine which com- 
pleted 10,000 button holes in sixty minutes 
without making its back ache. The carpen- 
ter gazed with wonder at a machine which 
bored 12,000 square holes in the same period 
of time. The maid-of-all-work laughed with 

lee at the sight of a machine that washed 

ishes and wiped them without breaking a 
piece of the most delicate china. 

Out back of the main building big pine 
logs were turned into shingles in the twinkling 
of an eye. Inside a big testing machine 
crushed a timber eight inches square and 
eight feet long into a thin slice of nothing- 
hess. It broke iron car couplers and mashed 
massive plates into pulp. Everywhere was a 
demonstration of almost - irresistible

HENRY HELMICK KILLED IN HIS BUGGY. 


Highwaymen Shoot Him When He Refused 
to Give Up His Valuables. 


Danvitxe, III., Aug. 26.—[Special.}—The 
Village of Newtown, twelve miles northwest 
of here, and surrounding vicinity is greatly 
excited over the murder of Henry Helmick, a 
well-known farmer, which took place Friday 
evening about 10 o’clock a mile and a half 
from the village. Helmick, his wife, and two 
sons, aged 18 and 15 years, attended service 
at Pilot Chapel. Helmick and his wife started 
home in advance of the sons and had reached 
a point about a mile from their residence 
when they were stopped by four men. 
Two seized the horses by the head 
and the other two from each 
side of the buggy demanded that Mr. Helmick 
turn over his valuables. One of the highway- 
men held something in his hand and with the 
remark, that is only a knife,“ Helmick 
touched the horses with his whip, They 
dashed away from the men at their heads and 
almost instantly pistol reports rang out and 
the husband fell dead across the knees of his 
wife. 

The horses started to run away, but Mrs. 
Helmick, catching up the lin&s, succeeded in 
controlling them. Stopping, at the first 
farm house, a short distance from the 

lace of the shooting, no one could 
aroused and she drove with her dead hus. 
band to their residence, The two sons came 
along the road in a short time, but saw no 
one. They picked up the hats of their father 
and mother, and surmising that the horses had 
run away hastened home only to be apprised 
of the nature of the affair. The neighbor- 
hood was aroused and searching parties at once 
started out. It was then learned that during 
the evening four men had a short time before 
the murder, near the same place, stop 
relieved of their valuables two young farmers, 
Neff and Smoot. of the searching par- 
ties reached this city about daylight aud re- 
ported to the Sheriff and police.

Two men who were 
passengers on the train walked in from the 
scene of the accident, reaching here at 1:40 
o’clock, They were greatly excited and five 
no connected story of the accident. hey 
said, however, that half a dozen per- 
sous had been killed and from twen- 
ty-five to thirty injured. Nearly. all the 
kilied, they thought, were chorus people. 


Large Crowd at the Festival. 


An unusually large crowd attended Sousa’s 
festival at Manhattan Beach tonight, as it had 
been announced that Miss Marie Tempest 
would make her first appearance. Conse- 
quently the cars of the special train were

Band and the chorus. 

As rapidly as the bodies were taken from 
the wreck they were carried to Havemeyer’s 
tin shops at Laurel Hill, which have been con- 
verted into a temporary morgue. The 
injured were conveyed to the Long Island 
City hospitals as fast as the railroad officials 
could rethove them, one carload being dis- 
patched by 2 o’clock. 


Many Bodies Badly Mangled.

Mr. Hassett says that the letters in 
question were purposely put where his wife 
would find them and that he offered her $100 
and all expenses if she would get a divorce 
and waive alimony. He declares that no such 
woman as Mrs. Stone exists and says that 
none of the letters in question said anything 
about poisoning any one. Mr. Hassett spoke 
bitterly last night and said that his wife had 
constructed the evidence in order to obtain 
f om and a share of his money. 

Mrs. Hassett, the complainant, was former- 
ly Bella Hicks of Hamilton, O. Later she 
was a teacher in the public schools of Cinein- 
nati in District No. 12. Mr. Hassett wasa 
member of the firm of John F. Hassett & 
Sons of Jefferson, Ia. Mr. Hassett has been 
married before, but was a divorced man when 
he met and married Miss Hicks. He says that 
all Miss Hicks was after was his money 
and that the present suit is the result 
of his objection to her extravagance. 
In person Mr. Hassett is not particularly 
handsome. His wife appears to be somewhat 
his senior, but is a tall, handsome, and stately 
woman. Just before the marriage Mr. Has- 
sett’s father died, leaving an escate of $70,- 
000 besides property in Rogers Park valued 
at $17,000. After the wedding Mr. and Mrs. 
Hassett came to Chicago and have lived 
here since. They boarded first at 
No. 8128 Michigan avenue; afterwards 
kept house fot a while on erg 4 
avenue and finally located in a flat at No. 
3330 Armour avenue. This flat is the scene 
of either a comedy or a drama. 

The story, as told by the bill, tells how 
about one year ago while Hassett was travel- 
ing through Iowa he became acquainted with 
Mrs. Nellie Stone, who was living with her 
husband, a wealthy farmerin Nashua. Se- 
cret meetings took place between the two, it 
is claimed, and the woman became enamored 
of Hassett. and, it is — 2 made resolu- 
tions to make away with her husband. He 


was past middle age and an invalid. 
The Alleged Poisoning Plot. 


While all this was going on Mrs. Hassett 
remained at home. The — plot, as 
evidenced by the data attached to the bill, 
was to bring Stone to Chicago on a trip to the 
World’s Fair, and then place a quantity of 
poison in the medicine he was taking. The 
couple hoped to shield themselves, it is said, 
from the clutches of the law by giving out 
that the death of Mrs. Stone’s husband was 


from natural causes. 

Mrs. Hassett says she became aware of the 
so-called intrigue through an accident. Not 
long ago her husband came home intoxicated 
and a quarrel arose, resulting in the defendant 
telling his wife that there was a woman living 
in lowa who loved him more than she and if 
she did not believe it she would find a num- 
ber of letters in his trunk which would prove 
it. Mrs. Hassett acted on the information 
given her, and, while her husband was away 
from home, she claims she opened his trunk 
and found the letters. She was horrified at 
their contents and immediately placed the 
matter in the hands of Moses, Pam & Ken- 
nedy, who instituted divorce proceedings 
forthwith. The most important letter of the 
bundle was read and attached to the bill. It 


is as follows:

DISCOUNTING NEW YORK EXCHANGE, 


Lyman J. Gage Writes a Letter to St. Louis 
Bankers About It, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 26.—[Special.]—Sev- 
eral St. Louis banks have received a letter 
from the First National Bank of Chicago 
which is accepted as a declaration of war be- 
tween that Western metropolis and New York. 
It comes in the form of an explanation why 
Chicago cannot accept drafts on New York 
and other Eastern points and credit them at 
par. The most cogent reasons advanced are 


as follows: 

Chic banks are paying currency. The banks 
in New York and some of the other larger East- 
ern cities are practically paying no currency now, 
but checks on them, when presented at their 
counters, are certified, * through clearing- 
honse only.” In the clearina-house balances are 
settled in cortiflcates. Money in New York 
commands a premium over bank checks of from 
1% to 2 per cent, and as high as 3 per cent has 
been pai It is therefore evident that unless 
Chicago banks can and will sell drafts on New 
York at a discount about equal to the premium 
will buy them. On 


paid on money there no 
the contrary,parties here having large remittances 
or payments to make there will draw cash, send 
it to New York and sell it at a premium for bank 
checks, which serve the purpose in New York of 
— payment. This being so, in order to fore- 
stall such action, Chicago banks are forced to 
sell their New York — 4 at a discount about 
equal, as already explained, to the premium paid 
in New York oncurrency. Thus obliged to sell 
at a discount, it is manifest that however we 
might like to accommodate our correspondents 
by continuing to credit Eastern exchange at par 
we cannot do so while the condition explaine 
above prevails. - 

The letter winds up by —— the codpera- 
tion of Western banks generally in their ac- 
tion, that Chicago and the West may be kept 
on a cash basis. It also alludes to the extraor- 
dinary efforts “anade by Chicagoto secure 
currency, such as the purchase of cable trans- 
fers on London and Paris and the direct im- 
portation of gold. The letter is signed Ly- 
man J. Gage, President. 


DEPOSITS GO IN WILD SPECULATIONS. 


Creditors of Beach's Prairie City Bank 
Will Net Receive 10 Per Cent. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Aug. 26.—[Special.]— 
The statement of assets filed by the assignee 
of John S. Beach’s Prairie City Bank today 
makes plain that instead of lending money he 
has used about all deposits in his own specu- 
lations. He offered big rates of interest for 
deposits and this tempted many persons who 
did not know that he could not doa safe 
banking business under such conditions. He 
lost money in a silver mine, ina Florida 
boom town, and in like ventures. At the 
meeting of depositors this afternoon 
it was the belief that the assets includ- 
ing the $2,800 cash would not pay 10 
per cent on the $188,000 deposits. He was 
Treasurer of the savings bank, and borrowed 
heavily from it in violation of the law. To 
secure his bondsmen he gave a mortgage on 
city real estate for $52,000. He has been a 
devout and prominent member of the Epis- 
copal Church, and his family stood as high as 
any in social circles. The d itors are 
angry and insist that they be paid dollar for 
dollar, as they believe that much of the prop- 
erty in his wife’s name should be u for 
that purpese. They decided to take legal 
steps to secure their reimbursement. ‘The 
question of criminal prosecution was post- 
poned until it was learned whether or not 
they can recover their money. 


OLD ILLINOIS SAVINGS BANK CLOSES. 


Assets Largely in Excess of Liabilities and 
Depositors Not Alarmed, 

JACKSONVILLE, III., Aug. 26.—[Special.]— 
The Central Illinois Banking and Savings As- 
sociation of this city closed its doors today. 
This bank is one of the oldest in the State, 
having been established in the 50s, and has 
as its stockholders some of the wealthiest and 
most influential citizens of the country. The 
poorer classes have been its principal patrons. 
Two State institutions had funds on deposit 
to the extent of $25,000. John Chambers 
and W. E. Veitch have been appointed re- 
cei vers. 

The liabilities are placed at $320,000 and 
the assets at $860,000, independent of the 
large private fortunes of the members of the 
association,

We must put ourselves,“ he 
said, in a position when time for that 
upward turn comes to be able tocommand the 
capital of the world, which shall assist us on 
the path to the next period of prosperity and 
progress. 

Bimetallism by a single nation,“ said he, 
does not seem to me to be possible; bimetal- 
lism by all the nations of the world seems to me 
to be not only ible, but feasible. As I un- 
derstand it the object of bimetallism and the 
avowed object of monometallism is to have a 
stable and persistent standard. The theory of 
the monometallist is that gold of itself is subject 
to less fluctuation, to less change than silver, to 
less fluctuation and change than both gold and 
silver together. The theory of the bimetaliist is 
that if two lakes liable to be disturbed by differ- 
ent causes can be connected and made to flow 
into each other interchangeably they will pre- 
sent a much greater expanse, and any change of 
level will therefore be much less, the change in 
each lake being distributed over both. 

Jean understand this theory as 1 to 
the metallic standards of the world. can un- 
derstand it gold by any accident should be 
undervalued in any country and driven out of 
that country that would send it to the other 
countries; and the effect of that surplus of gold 
in the other countries would be to lower the 
price of gold and, therefore, have a tendent¢y to 
send it back tothe oréginal country; in other 
words, that the effect of the two lakes woald be

All you have to do is to apply yourself to the his- 
tory of the United States; and the speech of 
the gentleman from Tennessee (Mr. Patterson), 
a brave and admirable speech, shows conclu- 
sively that this country while it was pretending 
to be bimetallic in its standard was never really 
so; that one metal drove the other out of the 
country; that the standard was not possible of 
maintenance as long as there was an undervalua- 


tion. 
Valuation of Gold. 


“Now today the proposition is that we shall 
undervalue gold over 40 per cent. If three cents 
on a dollar of undervaluation of silver 
drove silver out of this country, what 
will an undervaluation of 40 
on a dollar do for Id? Does anybody 
have * question or doubt about it? Not the 
least. But you say if we undertake to maintain 
a gold standard in this country, first, you will de- 
monetize silverand drive it out of existence; 
and, second, you will raise the debts which the 
people owe to some persons unknown, presum- 
ably enemies who ought to be Goapele. This 
first charge would be a serious one if it were 
true. If the adoption of a gold standard de- 
stroyed the uses of silverit would certainly be a 
very grave misfortune to this country. In the first 
place it would destroy a productive industry of 
this country. For my part, I am never willing to 
do that. Second, it woulddestroy an industry 
which in my judgment, is of more value to 
this 83 than a merely protective 
industry. 0 belief, the regions 
beyond the Missouri River will one or other 
constitute comparatively the great riches of this 
country. It would not be possible for me to 

rove this. It would not be possible for me to 

monstrate this, perhaps, even to the people 
who live beyond the Missouri; but 1 have an 
abiding faith that such is the case. The wonder- 
ful possibilities of their soil have never been ap- 
preciated even by themselves. I believe that the 
settlement and thé growth of this country depend 
greatly upon its mining interests. I have, there- 
ore, been ready all my life, by duties on lead, 
and by any action upon the silver question which 
seemed to me to be adequate and suitable, to pro- 
mote these industries; and I should 
be sorry to believe that the maintenance 
of a gold standard would cause them 
permanent harm. I do not believe that the 
adoption of a gold standard in any way militates 
against the reasonable use of silver as a coinage 
metal. The question whether there is to be a 
double standard or a single standard is eritirely 
different from the question of the use of silver 
as meer. 

‘We have purchased and have now in the 
vaults of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment thousands of tons of silver, yet there 
never bas been a moment of time since 1872 
when the standard has not been gold; the stand- 
ard today is gold. The repeal of the purchase 
clause of the Sherman act, there would not 
in any way establish astandard.

HAS AROUSED MR. LOCHREN’S IRE.

Congressman Morse at Loggerheads with 
the Pension Commissioner. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 26.—There is 
serious trouble brewing between the Hon. 
Elijah A. Morse, member of Congress from 
the Twelfth Massachusetts District, and the 
Hon. William Lochren of Minnesota, Com- 
missioner of Pensions. The casus belli was 
the pension claim of one W. H. Bollins of 
Campello, Plymouth County, Mass. Com- 
missioner Lochren rejected this man’s claim 
on the ground that he was not disabled from 
manual laborina pensionable degree under 
the act of June 27, 1890. Mr. Morse states 
the facts of the case to be as follows: 

Onthe 15th day of last November, while at 
work at his trade, a piece of steel flew from an- 
other workman and went almost through one of 
his eyes. The eye was taken out three days 
later. This man’s remaining eye is weak and 

ainful and the socket of the one removed is in- 

amed. He has a sick family and has a mort- 
gage on his little home. Now, if the act of July 
27, 1890, was not intended to reach a case like 
this, pray tell me what it.was for? 1 helped to 
make that law and I think I understand it. 

Commissioner Lochren ieplies that it is 
plain from Mr. Morse’s own statement that 
this disability was not of service origin; and 
charges that Mr. Morse inclosed in a penalty 
envelope a personal letter addressed from 
Canton, Mass., July 24, 1893, to Mr. George 
Smith, No. 25 School street, Taunton, Mass., 
in which he said: 

I trust after you have been reéxamined by the 
Board of Examining Surgeons at Taunton that 
we shall shortly learn that your claim for in- 
crease has been granted, but I fear for you, for 
we have Cleveland.“ “ retrenchment,” and re- 
form“ now, with the Confederates an top in the 
Pension Bureau—and their motto seems to be 
how not to do it, and they are revoking ten 
pensions to every one that they grant.

With Republican Aid the Wilson Bill Will 
Pass the House, and in the Senate the 
Voorhees Measure Is Sure to Triumph 
Bland Repeats His Threats Against the

WasHINGTON, D. O., Aug 26.— [Special. 
Now that the there weeks’ talking is ended 
the country will be glad to know that uncon- 
ditional repeal has lost nothing by it. This is 
because a good many Democratic members, 
after voting on all the substitute cheap money 
propositions, will try to square themselves 
with the administration by voting for repeal. 
Some estimates place the majority as high as 
100. Others range from 60 to 75. It is 
nevertheless true that in this count it is the 
minority of Democrats who will be found 
favoring sound money from start to finish. It 
falls to the Republican minority in the House 
to furnish the majority of votes for uphold. 
ing the cause of sound money, The Repub- 
lican vote will range from 90 to 100 out of 
a total of 124 sittmg members. Were it not 
that the Republicans are practically a unit 
the country wold look in vain to a House 
which has a Democratic ‘majority of 90 to 
stop the silver purchase, 

The Wilson bill will probably go to the Sen- 
ate Tuesday, where it will be referred to the 
Finance committee, which will promptly 
pigeon-hole it. The Senate will go right 
along talking silver, as it has been doing for 
several days, It will do this for two weeks. 
and probably longer, before the final vote 
will be taken. The bill which will be passed 
will be the Voorhees bill, not the Wilson bill, 
which will slumber quietly in the room of the 
Finance committee. ‘hen the Voorhees bill 
will go over to the House, where it will doubt- 
less be acted on with little delay, though there 
may be another flood of oratory. If there is 
a prospect of a contest, however, closure will 
be speetily applied, and the bill will be passed 
and will then be ready for the President's sig- 
nature. The Voorhees bill only differs from 
the Wilson bill in making a declaration in 
favor of bimetallism.

Not since Black Jack Yattaw’s” bum 
boat beat ite own shadow, which it mistook 
for a revenue tub, in a wild and exciting race 
acress the inner harbor has a closer race been 
recorded in Chicago’s muritime history than 
the Lincoln Park Yacht club regatta sailed 
yesterday afternoon off the north shore, It 
was the inaugural free-for-all yacht race, and 
eighteén of the speediest and most daring 
crafts started in the big event. E. P. War- 
ren’s sloop yacht Phantom won the first prize 
in the first class. The actual and corrected 
time of the winner was 2:03:24. In the sec- 
ond class the Viking covered the triangular 
course in 2:35:45, and conceding time 
to the Maehe, American Girl, and Dragon, 
and with but the meager time allowance of 
one minute and thirty secomds from the long 
and speedy Marion, won the first prize ona 
narrow margin. A. C. Mathews’ schooner 
yacht Toxteth was outsailed by the Crusader 
from Detroit in the schooner class, and the 
„B“ beat all the little fellows in the third 
class. The ill-starred Chesapeake sailed ®ver 
the course and was first into the finish waters, 
but being a maritime freak in point of 
construction and unclassed did not figure in 
the racing except as a pacemaker. 

Before the Start. 


Off the north shore at the foot of Fullerton 

avenue were moored the starting buoys, 
ward mark being the first leg on the 
course. Lo before the starting gun from 
Steffins’ handsome steam yacht ura 8. 
boomed across the breakwaters the great 
seawall bore a border of spectators. Along 
the level reaches of the lake carriages were 
three and four abreast and the north entrance 
to the Lake Shore driveway was on this ac- 
count closed until after t atta. Atl 
22 the level waters that girdle the north 
dof the Lincoln Park nitarium were 
dotted with small craft, while all the lake 
within half a mile radius was white with the 
moving wall of sail.

Out of the babel of sound came order, 
With every line taut and sail set 
the Lincoln Park squadron came 
in close rocession up from their 
moorings at the inlet. From the south came 
the Columbian Yacht club entries, followed 
by the Growler, the Period, and other mem- 

bers of the erstwhile Corinthian club fleet. 

Beating against the riparian rights of the 
Park Commissioners at the foot of Fullerton 
avenue lay the Sunbeam, where the judges in 
the second and third class were in.waiting 
with a score of invited guests. 

The judges on the Sunbeam were C. A, 
Brown and J. A. Hornsby. while Dr. Leggett 
and E. C. Barriman officiated as time-keepers.

The company has fitted several furnaces for 
the consumption of the liquid fuel and has 
contrived apparatus for a similar innovation 
on the locomotives, but the success of the ex- 
periment is -still in doubt.

NAPLES IS ONCE MORE QUIET. 


The Demonstrations Against the French 
Led to the Strikes and Rioting. 

Roux, Aug. 26.—The riots during the last 
few days in Naples, which have generally 
been attributed to striking cab-drivers, has a 
deeper significanee, The troubles had their 
origin in the anti-French agitation following 
the Aigues-Mortes massacre of Italians by 
Frenchmen. The demonstrations at first were 
intended solely as expressions of indignation 
against the French. The cabmen took ad- 
vantage of the excitement to strike for 
higner wages, and the rioting which then oc- 
curred had no connection with the Aigues- 
Mortes affair. The troubles of Thursday last 


were due entirely to the cabmen, who had ap- 


parently concluded that their cause was a los- 
ing one. 

But in creating disturbances they found al- 
lies in the poor of the city, who helped them 
in the fight against the police. 

Passions and discontent arising from ma ny 
causes found vent in rioting, and the police 
found themselves unable to cope with the 
mob which threatend to take possession of 
the city: The police, it is charged, added to 
the seriousness of the situation by the bru- 
tality they displayed. Instead of facing the 
parading strikers and their supporters, it is 
said that the police fired at children and at- 
tacked peaceable persons whom they found 
sitting in front of cafés. The troops who 
were dispatched to the city have quelled the 
rioting. 

The Chamber of Deputies and the oun- 
cilors side with the people, and protest 
against the conduct of the police. Sig. 
Gioletti, Prime Minister and Minister of the 
Interior, has ordered that an inquiry be made 
into all the facts in connection with the dis- 
orders. He has also ordered that the Director- 
General of Public Safety direvt the police 
until the inquiry is ended. The city is now 
quiet.

Surprised by the Gotha Succession.

—Emperor William reached Potsdam five 
minutes after Duke Ernst of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha had passed away. He immediately 
called upon the Duchess and went with her to 


the room where her dead husband lay. They 


knelt beside the couch and prayéd for a full 
half hour. Already there are murmurs about 
the succession of the Duke of Edinburg. 
Doubts were expressed as to whether it was 
possible for the English Prince to become a 
member of the German Federation. Those 
intimately acquainted with the strength 
and secrets of the army and 
the navy and all those details 
that are guarded from foreigners, say that it is 
certainly unprecedented that an English offi- 
cer holding an actual appointment in the active 
navy service should become a German ruler 
without relinquishing or showing an inclina- 
tion to relinquish his féreign appointment. 
The late Duke of Gotha and Napoleon III. 
were much alike in appearance and were 
warm personal friends. This did not prevent 
the Duke from urging war with France in 
1859 or from eagerly codperating with Bis- 
marck, whom he assiduously erideavored to 
reconcile to the present Emperor within a few 
months of his death. 

Bismarck has won the hearts of the German 
women by his exhibition of that fondness for 
kissing fresh young faces for which your Gen. 
Sherman was so famous. Lillie Fenzelberg, 
a young German sculptress, went with her 
sister to call upon Bismarck in Kissingen. It 
is his habit to let devoted women kiss his 
hand. When leaving these young women 
tried to kiss his hand, but the Prince said: 
„Hold on, we will do that much simpler.“ 
He then laid hold of the two girls and gave 
each several loud, hearty kisses. The result 
is that both young women have become fa- 
mous throughout the Empire. 

Bismarck’s habit of letting women kiss his 
hand has given rise to a strange custom. In 
certain circles women make collections of 
kisses of celebrated men. Some of these are 
valuable. The most interesting are more so 
than all the stamp and coin collections in the 
world. Real Bismarck kisses, however, are 
exceedingly rare, and the Fenzelberg girls are 
the envy of all these kiss collectors. 

This week a story was telegraphed over 
Europe and to several New York journals that 
Miquel had bought the Bleichroeder property 
for 1,900,000 marks. It has given rise to an 
outburst of anti-Semitic feelings.

They Are Pronounced Sporadic=Oficials 
Say There Is No Danger of Epidemic,

Bun, Aug. 26.—[Copyright, 18938, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.|—This dull week was relieved by 
three new cholera cases. Wednesday last 
two sisters, Annie and Emma Schluerselburg, 
step-daughters of a bargeowner named Pin- 
now, were taken ill on the barge while it was 
moored at Nordhaien, and were removed to 
the Moabit Hospital. Emma was aged 16, 
and Annie 20 years, A bacteriological ex- 
amination revealed Asiaticcholera. The step- 
father, his wife, their 3-year-old son, and two 
barge hands were detained at the hospital for 
observation. The girls ate of cucumbers and 
drank a quantity of water. The third case 
developed Friday. A young mechanic, Baum- 
gart, living with his mother and sister in the 
Hirtenstrasse, was quite well Thursday. In 
the mornmg he bathed in a public river bath 
and was suddenly taken ill. He 
dragged himself home, and slowly 
cholera symptoms appeared. Late Thurs- 
day night he was conveyed by the police 
to the Moabit Hospital, and a bacteriological 
examination revealed the presence of the 
comma bacilli. Baumgart lived temperately 
and has always remained in Berlin. Conse- 
‘quently he caught the cholera here. The bath 
was closed pending an examination of the 
river.

But moral pre- 
tensions apart. it is known that the British 
Foreign Office, though it has sent the last Brit- 
ish warship outof Siamese waters to Hong- 
kong, is watching affairs with the utmost vig- 
ilance, and a renewal of excitement bya 
fresh British intervention is counted on 
among the contingent autumnal events. 

Jews Depressed by Swiss Action. 

Jews all ‘over Western Europe are pro- 
fuundly depressed at the result of the Swiss 
referendum on the mode of slaughtering cat- 
tle. The consolation of calling it an accident 
is not available. The issue had been before 
the people a long time, and an organization in 
support of toleratice had active help from the 
best citizens and leading men all over the 
republic. Their defeat by such a huge 
majority, when they bad counted 
on victory, is therefore doubly significant. 
Examination of the map shows that there are 
majorities against the’ anti-Semites in ail the 
cantons borderingon the Tyrol, Italy, and 
France. The opposed and preponderating 
majorities ‘came from the solidly massed 
northern or German cantons, and 
this obviously links the result with 
the anti-Semitie agitation in Ger- 
many. Up to the present the attempts 
of local bodies in Germany to interfere with 
Jewish butchers have been sharply overruled 
by the imperial authorities: but now it is ex- 
pected that the anti-Semites will agitate for 
the adoption of prehibitive lawsin the various 
State diets, and thus evade Berlin. Notice 
has already been given of such legislation in 
Wuftemburg next year. 

„ Troubles in Mashonaland. 

The troubles in Mashonaland lack the sensa- 
tional qualities which have made the achieve- 
mente of Christianity plus the Maxim gun so 
entertaining in Uganda. But there has not been 
a time in many a year when the colonial office 
was so‘anxious as it is now. Lobengula’s 
strength is quite unknown, but he is at least 
a much more formidable antagonist than 
Cetewayo was. What makes the situation 
worse is that he is notably peaceful, 
old man, fat, uxorious, and averse to exertion, 
who is surely not refusing his salary and go- 
ing on the warpath out of mere leviiy of 
spirit. There has been a bitter feeling grow- 
ing in England of late years against the whole 
policy of chartered companies and there will 
be an especially stout protest against helping 
Cecil Rhodes with British troops to quell Lo- 
benquala’s resistance. 

This powerful adventurer is hand in glove 
with the Duke of Fife, Lord Rothschild, 
and other Tory capitalists here, and is per- 
sonally represented in Parliament by his 
Secretary, Rochfort Maguire, who in 
turn is assumed to be the paymaster of the 
Parnellite group. With these Parnellite votes 
aud ten Liberals who are either interested in 
Rhodes scheme or willing to be the govern- 
ment could be defeated on some sudden crisis 
in South Afriea. a consideration which poli- 
ticians here are thinking of a good deal. 

The Rev. Mr. Barnett’s East End Work. 

The name of the Rev. Samuel A. Barnett is 
known all over the English-speaking world as 
a symbol of the best attempt the church has 
made to combat the terrible problems of East 
End London. His Church of St. Jude in 
Whitechapel and the affiliated Toynbee Hall, 
of which he is warden, constituted for many 
years before Besant’s novels called the Peo- 
ple’s Palace into being the solitary hopeful! 
feature ina dark situation. He has now ac- 
cepted a pleasant, well endowed canonry in 
Bristol Catheiral, which will necessitate the 
surrendering of his living of St, Jude. 
But it is touching to see the unanimity of all 
creeds and classes—of Catholics, Jews, Salva- 
tion Army, evangelicals—to express the hope 
that he will still identify himself with the 
East London work.

“MAYVYOR HARRISON’S FINANCIAL IDEA. 


The Mayor thinks that what he calls the 
scarcity of currency in commercial and busi- 
ness cireles in this city could be relieved 
by giving to Contractors and other creditors 
of the city small $5 or $10 warrants instead 
of large ones. Thus instead of. paying the 
monthiy bill of the West Side Gas Company 


with one warrant drawn for $30,000 he 


would pay with several thousand small war- 
rants. He thinks those warrants would cir- 
culate freely at par, would not be hoarded, 
and being payable on presentation would be 
as good as greenbacks, 
The Mayor's idea is not a sound one. Ifa 
$30,000 warrant is given to the gas com. 
pany it goes to the bank where city funds are 
deposited, draws out the money in small and 
large notes, and pays them out to those to 
whom they are due. Were it given 8,000 $10 
warrants it would go straight to any bank 
where the city keeps deposits and have them 
eashed. The company would not pay its 
wage-roll with those small warrants, so long 
as it could get the cash for them. So with 
other contractors and with city employés gen- 
erally, Most of the warrants would be cashed 
before banking hourg closed. All would be 
eashed within two days. If they were not 
paid on presentation then they would go be- 
low par, just as the 87 1-grain dollars would 
slump but for gold redemption in effect. 
Mayor seems to have an impression 
that these warrants would pass from hand to 
hand, forming a local currency,“ such as 
Senator Voorhees says State banks would 
furnish, and that the use of these warrants as 
a circulating medium would enable the banks 
to lend more real money, thus relieving ‘* the 
searcity of currency in commercial and busi- 
ness circles.” But thé banks would not be 
able to enlarge their loans for two excellent 
reasons. The firet is, these warrants would 
be turned in for redemption instanter; and 
the second is, that the banks could not reissue 
them, but would cancel them forthwith as 
they would any other checks. The banks will 
increase their loans when timid depositors re- 
deposit the millions they have drawn out. 
The issuing of warrants for small sums will not 


braver. 

If there were no city funds in the banks or 
if the banks refused to pay out city deposits 
there would be some reason for issuing war- 
rants in small denominations as a temporary 
makeshift. If they bore interest they might 
perhaps pass from hand to hand and serve to 
settle some debts before they were finally re- 
deémed. But as long as warrants are pay- 
able on demand there is no more reason for 
trying to make a currency of them than there 
was a year ago. The attempt would be an 
utter failure, for every recipient of a warrant 
would go straight from the City Hall to the 
bank and huve it cashed. 

Probably this unwise idea would not have 
suggested itself to the Mayor but for the fact 
that he read Senator Voorhees’ speech about 
a local currency”’’ and he is ambitious to 
give Chicago a foretaste of one, and for the 
further fact that he has a fixed delusion that 
there is a grand “conspiracy” to fasten 
“gold monometallism” on the country and 
that it is his duty to smash that conspiracy.” 
Hence he wants to drive out gold and inflict 
on the country 371-grain: silver dollars with 
a purchasing power of 58 cents and to give 
to Chicago a special medium of exchange 
consisting of city warrants. 


THE EX-SPEAKER ON THE SILVER QUES- 
TION. 


The speech delivered yesterday by ex- 
Speaker Reed on the bill to repeal the silver- 
purchase clauses of the Sherman law was not 
in all respects a pleasant one for the Demo- 
crats to harken to, for it stated with great ex- 
plicitness the divided attitude and distracted 
councils of their party concerning the two 
great questions of theday, and the dependence 
ofa Democratic President on a Republican 
minority to cafry out the first great recom- 
mendation he had made. But the Democrats 
listened—as did all present—with an intent- 
ness which was evidence of the importazce 
they attach to the remarks of the man they 
have abuséd so much, 

Mr. Reed said that, speaking generally, crises 
like the present one were inseparable ac- 
companiments of human progress. Man ad- 
vanced a little too fast and too far, and then 
slipped back a little. The underlying cause 
of the present state of affairs was in his opin- 
ion the fact that the system upon which the 
manufactures of the country had been regulat- 
ed for thirty years was threatened with a 
total change owing to the result of last fall’s 
election. The situation was the worse, for no 
one knew how great that change would be. 
“ What the Democratic party proposes to do 
with the power which isin its hands nobody 
can say. They do not even know themselves.

Were 
he left to their tender mereies the country would 
witness the spec of the President of its 
choice overthrown by the party charged with this 
country's government. What wonder. then, that 
he appeals to the patriotiem of another party 
whose patriotism has never been appealed to in 
vain. 

As evidence that it never had been appealed 
to in vain he referred to a past record to 
which the party always will be true: 

When the same arguments heard today were 
heard fifteen years ago, sounding the praises of a 
depreciated currency and proelaim ing the glories 
of fiat money, the party of Abraham Lincoln 
marched steadily toward specie payment and 
prosperity. What we were in our days of victory 
we are in our days of defeat—champions of true 
and solid finance; and when the day comes, as it 
surely will come, for us to lead this land back 


to the paths of prosperity and fame which were 


trodden under Republican rule for 80 many 
years, weshall take back with us our ancient 
glory undimmed by adversity, our ancieat honor 
unsullied by defeat. 

Mr. Reed said that he should vote for un- 


‘@onditional repeal because the Sherman law 


was believed to be the cause of the unreason- 
able hoardwg of currency, and because its re- 
peal, satisfying the rest of the Wed of the 
financial honesty of the United States, would 
draw foreign capital here. As for those 
unfortunate parts of the Democratic platform 
at present in abeyance, like the establishment 
of a State bank currency,’’ Mr. Reed declined 
to dwell on them at this time, but proposed to 
confine himself to the pending question, which 
he hoped might be disposed of without delay, 
for if repeal did not give the needed reliet, 


then something else must be tried, and the 


sooner the better. 


TOO MANY “LEARNED” MEN. 

The professional market in Germany is re- 
ported to be badly overstocked. The num- 
ber of unemployed graduates of German uni- 
versities is so great that a circular has been 
prepared for sending to Germans in other 
parts of the world, asking the recipients to 
state if there are possibilities of employmert 
in their localities for educated Germans. 
Places are wanted for teachers, physicians, 
druggists, lawyers, preachers, and civil en- 
gineers, and it is proposed to form a central 
employment bureau so that the graduates 
may start out with some prospect of success 
in the search for something to do in for- 
eign lands. 

This is a sad condition of affairs, but it is 
so nearly in line with facts in some other 
countries that it would not be a matter for 
great surprise were it not for the tremendous 
force of military men which Germany is 
maintaining away from fields of useful pro- 
ducing activity. If these folks, who would be 
gentlemen but lack the money to hold the 
position, have been educated out of ability or 
inclination to exert themselves at avocations 
in which their work would be of value to the 
community, they can be provided for other- 
wise. Why would it not be a good plan to 
put them in the army in plade of many thou- 
sands of young men who are not too proud to 
labor and would gladly resume work as ar- 
tisans and field workers if released from the 
ranks? That would benefit both and without 
harming either so long as the peace of Europe 
is preserved. 

Education isa grand thing, for the masses 
as well as for those who feel insulted if 
grouped under that designation. But it fails 
of what ought to be its true object if it di- 
rectly tends to produes so many candidates 
for the ‘** genteel’ occupations as to badly 
overload them and still leave a big surplus 
of “talent” which holds itself above the 
dignity of honest labor, and may be said to 
have been spoiled for real usefulness at any- 
thing else than the ‘‘ profession ” which they 
have chosen because they thought it would 
enable them to escape manual labor, but 
without reference to individual fitness or the 
fact that the field was already moro 
than fully occupied. The condition resulting 
from this wholesale manufacture of learned 
men who have not been taught how to 
become useful, isso intensely artificial and 
unhealthy that it may well suggest a radical 
revision of our educational theories and meth- 
ods. The world is not yet ready for main- 
taining in genteel pauperdom a large propor- 
tion of the people of every land who think 
that by virtue of having conned a few books 
by heart and listened to a few lectures 
they are thereby rendered too good to toil. 
Yet it cannot be denied that this is the tend- 
ency of much of our modern education.“ 


IT HAS NOT GIVEN US MORE MONEY. 

The commonly entertained idea that abun- 
dance of money will make a people prosper- 
ous is about as absurd as would be the claim 
that good crops might be assured by furnish- 
ing plenty of freight cars for transportation 
of the produce, The truth is that when either 
money or freight cars are furnished in excess 
of what is wanted to effect the exchanges of 
property, the value of which is given by 
labor, the surplus has to lie idle, and is of no 
more real use than if it were not in existence. 
Soon after the passage of the Sherman law 
of July, 1890, Mr. F. W. Lantz of the United 
States Treasury Department made a com puta- 
tion which tended to show that the circulation 
in this country would not vary much from 
$23 per capita, a decrease in the amount 
of money in the hands of the people 
being followed by drafts on the Treasury, and 
an increase by an accumulation in the Treas- 
ury or by exportation. The facts considered 
for this deduction were those of the period 
since 1881, when the readjustment after 
specie payments were resumed may be sup- 
posed to have been effected. Mr. Lantz 
showed that in 1885.86 the holdings of the 
Treasury were increased by about $1 per 
capita, and the immediate effect of this was 
to c iminish the circulation bya corresponding 
amount. It fell from $23.30 to $22.09. 
The next year, with no relaxation on the part 
of the Treasury, the circulation rose to $22. 71, 
and by 1888 it was $23.14. In 1888. 80 a 
dollar per capita was released from the Treas- 
ury, put it did not increase the circulation. 
The money went out of the country instead of 
being retained by the people. 

The subsequent operation of the Sherman 
law gives general confirmation to this view. 
In the three fiscal years ending with last June 
$176,607,000 ‘ef silver ertificates and 
r notes ö 
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was.“ The gold coin in the Treasury and in 

„together with the gold bullion in 
the Treasury, was reduced nearly $104,000,- 
000 in the three years: In the year before the 
passage of the Sherman law the stock of gold 
increased $16,500,000. The year following 
the stock of gold decreased $40,500,000. 
In 1892 there was a recovery of less than 
$18,000,000 owing to the enormous exports 
from this country, and in the third year of the 
Sherman law the stock of gold decreased 
$72,250,000. 

So the manufacture of silver notes displaced 
nearly an equal amount of gold from circu- 
lation. True, there was an increase of $1.04 
per capita from 1890 to 1893, according to 
the official statements, but it was accom- 
panied by drawing down the money in the 
Treasury, If we add the money to the bullion 
and dediict the outstanding certificates the 
amount of effective money in the Treasury 
decreased 110% millions in the three years. 
And this fakes no account of bullion in pri- 
vate hands, The net exports of gold for the 
three years exceeded 156 millions, or within 
20 millions of the silver cartificates and 
Treasury notes issued in the same time. 
Hence under the operation of the silver 
certificate issues under the Sherman law we 
have exported the entire product of our gold 
mines and 60 millions additional, reckoning 
our production of gold at 32 millions per an- 
num. There is nothing in our foreign trade 
to explain this. On the contrary our mer- 
chandise exporte for the three years exceeded 
the officially reported imports by nearly 149 
millions, and theactual difference is much 
more than that because the valuations of im 
ports from Europe are made on the other side 
of the Atlantic and do not include cost of 
ocean transportation. 


WANTED, A LIFE PRESERVER. 

The report of the narrow escape of two 
young ladies from drowning in Lake 
Geneva, who would have died but for 
the heroism of Stanley and Arthur Midg- 
ley, suggests that there is need for an 
ideal life preserver. The trouble with 
the average human being is that he or she is 
so nearly of the same specific gravity as the 
water that in floating only a very small por- 
tion can be above the surface, and unless the 
position be such that the face can be kept 
nearly horizontal the mouth and nose will be 
under water. The skillful swimmer is careful 
to keep the mouth closed, and then the nose 
is safe unless the water be much agitated, but 
those who ha ve not learned toswim are too 
much frightened to observe this precaution 
when in danger, which fact constitutes the 
great reason why so many deaths occur from 
drowning near the shore. 

Dogs, horses, and many other animals swim 
easily, partly because of lesser specific gravity 
and in part because the shape of the head en- 
ables them to keep the mouth and nostrils 
above water with less head exposure than is 
possible to the human being unless the back be 
at least no higher than the front of the body. 
Then the swimming animals seem to adopt the 
safest position as if by instinct, and keep the 
mouth closed when the face is momentarily 
under the surface. The human “ instinct” is 
to open the mouth under such a circumstance, 
and except with the few who take toit natu- 
rally an education is required to counteract 
this tendency in the moment of danger to 
commit inveluntary suicide. 

It is singular that the inventive genius 
which has developed so many ways of de- 
stroying life as well as of adding to its com- 
fort should not have given to the world some 
form of light, portable life preserver against 
drowning so simple as to be managed easily 
and so arranged as not to be cumbrous when 
not in use. The old-fashioned cork jacket is 
simple enough but clumsy. The air jacket 
has been objected to because liable to be 
burst on the rocks and thus rendered use- 
less when most wanted, But for ordinary 
bathing this objection does not hold, and it 
should be possible to so make it that it may 
be carried in the pocket and worn without 
discomfort in bathing; Such an appliance 
could be constructed so that it might be 
strapped under the armpits and come up 
snugly around the throat, the rubber or oiled 
silk material not occupying more room than 
a double thickness of ordinary toweling. It 
could be made so that when inflated from the 
mouth of the wearer just before entering the 
water the thickness would not exceed abont 
one inch. Then the head portion of the hu- 
man frame would be so buoyed up that an ef- 
fort would be required to place the mouth 
and nose under the surface of still water, and 
drowning while bathing become scarcely pos- 
sible for the wearer of sucha simple appli- 
ance. 

It is fair to presume that something of this 
character would be welcomed by the bathing 
public to such a practical extent as to compen- 
sate the inventor well for his trouble. It could 
be made almost a moral obligation to use the 
life-preserver among families at the seashore 
and on the margins of the lakes around ‘which 
have grown up summer resorts. There would 
then be no danger in learning to swim, and 
the young ladies as well as the boys could soon 
become so much accustomed to the water as 
to feel at home in it, and when exhausted rest 
without fear while recovering strength for an- 
other effort, If such an appliance as the one 
referred to had been available to all who are 
passing a portion of the present summer on 
the shores of Géneva Lake there would have 
been no occasion for imperiling three lives to 
save a fourth in the person of Miss Patterson, 
and the attractions of thescene might be en- 
joyed thoroughly by many who now dread to 
enter the water lest they should be drowned 
because not able to swim. 


THE LABOR CONGRESS. 

A notable congress in the World’s Fair Aux- 
iliary will begin its sessions at the Art Insti- 
tute tomorrow and continue through the week, 
closing Monday, Sept. 4, Laborday. The 
clans of labor have sent their leading repre- 
sentatives and every phase of the labor ques- 
tion will be discussed by specialists, doctrin- 
aires, trades union leaders, labor agitators, 
and well-wishers to laboring men not actively 
identified with their organizations. It is need- 
less to say that the present conditions of strin- 


gency and the disturbance of the industrial 


situation will lend special interest to this con- 
gress. 

The opening session Monday will be devoted 
largely to the industrial conditions of women 
and children and on this subject Mrs, Helen 
Campbell, Miss Grace H, Dodge, who has 
done se much for working girls; Prof. ‘Lucy 
Salmon of Vassar College, and Lady Emilia 
Dilke of London, among others, will be 
heard. In the evermg the Bev. Dr. Edward 
McGlynn will speak on the “ Destiny of the 
Labor Movement” and Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation of La-

Industrial Institute, re- 
puted to be the ablest colored man in the 
South, will d:scuss the progress of negroes as 
free laborers, and Archbishop Ireland the 
Catholic Church and the labo? movement; on 
the general question of the relations of the 
church to the labor movement the Rev. Joba 
Brown of Fall River, Mass,, the Rev. John P. 
Coyle of North Adams, Mass., and Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch of this city will speak. Labor day, 
Monday, Sept. 4, will witness the close of the 
congress, and on that day there will be but a 
single address, that of Mr. Gompers on the 
„ Federation of Labor.“ 

It will be seen from this sketch of the pro- 
gram that the department of labor will be 
ably and numerously represented. It has 
sent here scores of its leaders, thinkers, and 
agitators. The question of most interest in 
this connection is: Will, the world be any 
wiser at the close of the weck than it is now? 
Undoubtedly the various speakers will con- 
tribute much useful information from their 
various points of view, but will they furnish 
any practical answers to this complicated 
problem that is vexing the labor world? The 
need of the time is a practical man. Perbaps 
among so many theorists, each with his spe- 
cial panacea, some such a one may appear. 
This is to be hoped for, else this multitude of 
counselors may only darken wisdom.

THE JAPANESE AT THE FAIR. 

Little Japan, considering its area and popu- 
lation and its distance trom Western civiliza- 
tion, must be credited not only with making a 
magnificent exhibit at the World’s Fair, but 
with a display of remarkable enterprise and 
publie spirit. It was the first of all the na- 
tions to complete its buildings, and the temple 
or series of temples on the Wooded Island 
with their unique construction and exquisite 
decorations have been one of the favorite re- 
sorts for the sightseers, The Exposition offi- 
cials made no mistake when they gave the use 
of this beautiful spot to the Japanese, for they 
have made the north end of it a most at- 
tractive locality for évyery one. By common 
consent also the Japanese exhibit in the Fine 
Arts gallery is regarded as one of the most 
unique and beautiful in the whole great col- 
lection. That the jury of award shares the 
same opinion is shown by the fact that the 
Japanese in proportion to the number of ex- 
hibiters have been given more medals and 
diplomas than any other nation. If it had 
been possible every exhibit in this collec- 
tion should have been honored in 
this manner, for they are all de- 
serving of it. Nor less remarkable is the 
literature which the Japanese Government 
has sent, calling attention to the exhibits in 
the Fair and otherwise specially prepared 
for this occasion to illustrate the 
material resources of the country. Three 
neat catalogues have been issued, one giving 
details of the industrial specimens, including 
envelopes and paper, gold laequerings, metal 


work, cloisonné, gold and silver thread, orna- 


mental cord knots, fans for ceremonies, home 
use, and export, figured leathers, metallic net- 
tings, and wood work, with much useful in- 
formation concerning their exhibits; the sec- 
ond, a descriptive catalogue of the agricultural 
products exhibited, covering about forty dif- 
ferent classes of exhibits; and third, a very 
neat little pamphlet containing explanatory 
notes on the different exhibits. In addition to 
these the government also has had prepared 
for special use at the Fair several large vol- 
umes including among others a sketch of the 
mining industry of Japan during the last 
twenty years, the climate of the country, the 
organization of the meteorological system, 
meteorological observations, details of the 
weights and measures, and a general view of 
the commerce and industry of the empire. 
These are all government publications. printed 
at Toxioin English, and beautifully illus- 
trated. Thereis not another nation repre- 
sented at the Fair which has come here as 
thoroughly equipped as the Japanese. The 
explanatory works they have brought form a 
large and valuable encyclopedia of informa- 
tion and testify eloquently to, the enterprise 
and public spirit of this little people of the 
Orient who have invaded a World’s Fair in 
competition with the older Western nations 
and carried off extraordinary honors. 


THE AWARDS IN ART DEPARTMENT 
OF THE FAIR. 

The dissatisfaction with the John Boyd 
Thacher system of awards is shown clearly 
by the outcome in the Art Gallery and by the 
large number of artists who have withdrawn 
their works from competition because, in the 
first place, they have no respect for the sys- 
tem, and, in the second place, they have no 
respect for Mr. Thacher’s tags and vellum. 
This sufficiently accounts for the fact that a 
large number of eminent artists do not ap- 
pear at all in the list of awards, though they 
are painters of world-wide distinction, and 
that an equally large number of mediocre 
artists have been able to decorate themselves 
with these meaningless bronzes. France, 
with its immense collection of paintings 
water colors, engravings, and statuary, is out 
of the competition altogether; and so is Bel- 
gium, which has a meritorious display. 
Among the United States artists no less than 
198 of those represented by oils, water colors, 
pastels, and drawings refused to be considered 
in competition, among them such excellent 
artists as Bridgman, Chapman, Eaton, Het- 
zel, Nettleton, C. 8. Pearce, Rehn, Shirlaw, 
Blenner, Bristol, J. G. Brown, De Haas, Eliza-

The outcome of the Thacher s as ap- 


plied to the art exhibits of the World’s Pair is 


pitiable. In reality there was no competition, 
so the report of the jury can furnish no basis 
for which to arrive at any practical ideas 
as to the progress of art. as to the com- 
parative excellence from @ national point 
of view, and still less as to individual 
excellence, Some eminent artists, who had 
not the foresight to withdraw their works, 
have suffercd the mortificatioh of being >om- 
pletely ignored, while many commonplace 
men have been singled out for the bronzes 
and vellums. Under these circumatances the 
awards carry no significance with them and 
contribute no history. Whole countries have 
withdrawn, so that standards of comparizon 
are useless from the jury point ot view. If 
the awards in other departments of the Fair 
are of no more importance than those in the 
Art Department, then the history of this great 
Pair, as written from the jury reports, which 
should be the official basis, will be of a pa- 
thetic and humiliating character by reason of 
its manifest inaccuracy and ignorance. If one 
should couple with these reports the official 
catalogue the story of inconsistency would 
be complete. But then what does this amount 
to? Has not John Boyd Thacher had his way?

Tue amount of gold coin and bullion in the 
Treasury Friday, over and above outstanding 
certificates, was but $96,400,000. A few 
weeks ago the gold reserve was above the 
hundred million mark. Now it has sunk be- 
low it and threatens to fall lower still, This 
is aot due to the presenting of notes, either 
legal tenders or Sherman notes, for redemp- 
tion, but to the fact that the government has 
to pay out considerable gold to meet current 
obligations, since it has nothing else to pay 
out. It is Hobson’s choice with the Secretary. 
He must either pay out gold, much against 
his will, or leave some debts unpaid, He is 
short of other kinds of money because the 
receipts from customs have fallen off greatly 
and those from internal revenue considerably. 
Between July 1 and Aug. 28 the receipts from 
customs duties fell off seven and a half mill- 
ions as compared with the same period last 
year, and those from internal revenue two 
and a half millions, or a total of over ten 
millions. This is a loss of nearly 20 per cent 
in revenue, while expenses did not decrease 
in the least. It is likely that the receipts from 
whisky, beer, and tobacco will improve, but 
nothing of the sort is expected as regards 
those from customs. So the Secretary will 
nave to dip still more deeply into his gold re- 
serve unless he can get money somewhere 
else. The fact that he is thus pinched is the 
reason why he has asked for an immediate 
appropriation to enable him to coin the 
twelve million dollars’ worth of worn and 
useless subsidiary silver which forms a part 
hominally of his cash on hand but which is 
utterly unavailabie. When the silver repeal- 
ing bill has been passed the replenishment of 
the Treasury will demand consideration.

% Respectively in Philadelphia 1781, Bos- 

ton 1784, New York 1799.“ 

„Where did a United States bank origi- 


nate? 
„In the brain of Alexander Hamilton at the 


age of 23.”’ 
„When was the Bank of the United States 


created ?’’ 

„In 1791 by Hamilton as Washington’s 
Secretary of the Treasury.“ 

What was its nature!“ 

„% A commercial bank company with the 
government a subscriber to one-fifth of the 
capital, which was $10,000,000. The cen- 
tral bank was placed at the capital, Phila- 
delphia, with 65,700,000, and the rest of the 
capital was divided among branch banks in 
eight of the principal cities. The bank’s bills 
were legal tender for government dues, and 
the bank relieved the necessities of the gov- 
ernment.” 

„Did the government ever lose any of its 
money in Hamilton's United States Bank?“ 

None. In 1802, after eleven years’ ex- 
istence of the bank, Jefferson sold the gov- 
ernment’s stock in it for 45 per cent advance. 
It safely kept and transmitted the public 
money and was an express company between 
the different public agencies.“ 

Was the second Bank of the United States 


a copy of the first? 

„The second Bank of the United States 
President Madison had vetoed in 1815, but 
not upon constitutional grounds, He signed 
the second bill, which was popular, as the 
bank was expected to restore specie pay- 
ments. The capital was $35,000,000; the 
bank was to pay $500,000 annually to the 
government for eighteen out of the twenty 
chartered years. It was to keep the public 
deposits and negotiate government loans 
without charge and issue bills above $5. It 
was opposed by all the other banks, which 
were growing rich during the suspension of 
specie payments. It had twenty-five branch 
banks.’ 

Did it aceomplish any good? 

It brought about specie payments by co- 
operation with the best class of State banks 
in 4 few months, and it began business with a 
clear capital of $28,000,000, but the 

southern and western branches were badly 
managed and overissued their notes. Better 
management made the bank a sound and 
nobie utility, equalizing the exchanges of a 
wide country until President Jackson at- 
tacked the bank in 1830.“ 

How came we to have national banks as 
at present! 

‘* After the second United States Bank ex- 
pired we did business through a motley mul- 
titude of State banks and were assisted by 
monthly newspapers called Counterfeit De- 
tectors. In about twenty years came on the 
panic of 1857, which resulted in universal 
ruin and suspension, which continued until 
the extraordinary event of the civil war. The 
impossibility of doimga sound business with 
such banks of issue as the State Legislatures 
made caused Secretary Chase to alter old banks 
to national banks and create new ones, with a 
combined capital of $300,000,000 of 
United States notes, The bill was passed in 
February, 1863.” 

How had the government in the mean- 
time transacted its own business?“ 

In 1840 Congress created another na- 
tional bank, but President Harrison dying, 
John Tyler vetoed: the bill. In 1846 sub- 
treasuries were established by law in the im- 
portant cities and made the depositories of 
the ublic increment.’’ 

ho originated the plan of the national 
banks?” 

“An unknown person suggested in 1810 
bank circulation based upon publie stock se- 
cured by real property. A New York — Seen 
Mevickar, developed it in a letter to a State 
legisiator. In 1888 New York adopted the 
plan, and in twenty-five years more Mr. 
Chase adupted it to his national banks.”’

By the close of 1884, nineteen years after 
the war, we had reduced the principal about 
1,348 million dollars and the annual interest 
over 103 millions.“ 

What was the cause of altering the stand- 
ard of money from two metals to one?” 

Before the. civil war we gfideavored to 
bring our coinage to the Egglish standard, 
which was the é@fficient standard of commerce 
and exchange. In 1853 the American legal 
tender of silver in coins of less than $1 was 
limited to 85, In 1873 to e the 
laws of coinage and reorganize litical 
nature of our mints an act was a — 
among other things, stopped the coinage of 
the * dollar. The next year, 1874, silver 
coins were made legal tender for only $5 in 
one payment, In 1876 silver fell fast in Se 
markets of the world and it was soon cha 
that the Director of the Mint, the Contro — 
of the Currency, and other ex rts had been 
under foreign or private bankers’ influence. 
The idea was to make the government, 
through the people, continue to buy up the 
silver market.“ 

Did gold ever fall?“ 

Tes, it is believed that the purchasing 
power of gold fell from 9 to 15 per cent after 
its increase su vent to 1850. It had in- 
creased from $15,000,000 production in 
1840 to $150,000,000. In twenty-two years 
following 1850 the world produced as much 
gold as in the previous 357 years, or back to 
the discovery of America. The amount in 
each period was about 83,300, 000,000. As 
gold was the cheaper for the time, it drove 
out silver.’ 

Did any other country than ours drive out 
silver?“ 

Between 1852 and 1864 France acquired 
and kept $680,000,000 in gold and ejected 
$345,000,000 of silver, which found a home 
in Asia. ‘Seeing England and the United 
States making themselves solid with gold, 
Germany in 1870, which had kept but 23. 


000,000 of gold in circulation, established ; 


the gold standard, and in six years sold $142, 
000,000 of silver, and absorbed $420, 000 
000 of gold.“

A subscriber asks for the incident depicted 
in the picture in the Russian section called The 
Cossack’s Answer.” Inthe seventeenth century 
the Cossacks maintained a government of their 
own, which was a sort of independent military 
republic, and were frequently at war with their 
neighbors, the King of Poland, the Czar of Mus- 
covie, and the Sultan of The 
Turks had a way of stealing Christian 
women and children and selling them in 
Trebizonde and other cities toward the east.

STEAM BOILER WITHOUT A CHIMNEY. 
San Francisco Man’s Novel Apparatus to 
Burn Coal, Smoke, and Gases. 

San Francisco Call: In a boilermaking 
shop on Mission street, near Main, there is a 
queer-looking contrivance that may work a 
revolution in steam furnaces. Some time ago 
it was patented by George Belmor, a machin- 
ist of this city, and now it is working ona 
large scale as a test of its practicability. 

In appearance this machine transcends the 
queer—it is grotesque. Only a pile of brick- 
work that incases a boiler with iron bands 
and corners is to be seen in one corner of the 
works. At one end an ordinary steam boiler 
pretrudes about eighteen inches, and from it 
there runs a funnel just two feet above the 
top. But there is no furnace to be seen un- 
derneath, nor chimney overhead. There is 
absolutely no smoke from it, and yet it gen- 
erates fifty horse-power of steam at a trifling 
cost. 

At the end opposite the abbreviated funnel 
is another novel and peculiar piece of mechan- 
ism, known as the generator. This produces 
gas for fuel by a wonderfully simple but 
scientific principle. It is also built up in the 
brickwork, but enough remains uncovered to 
give an idea of its general design. The lower 
part is a circular iron retort about three feet 
in diameter, that tapers at the bottom to a 
grate. The exposed portion is a tube of iron 
about eighteen inches in diameter, through 
which the coal is fed to the retort. 

To operate the machine a fire is kindled in 
the bottom of this retort. Then coal mixed 
with the water is thrown in upon the fire -intil 
the generator is full. A cover is screwed down 
and instantly gas is generated. A draft is 
kept up by a small steam and air jet, which 
drives the gas intoa pipe connecting with a 
furnace under the boiler. There it is ignited. 
The result is marvelous. A furious flame 
bursts through several brick chambers that 
soon attain an incandescent glow. Here also 
a draft is maintained by two steam and air 
— The — ean be — rushing through 

e pipes, where everythi is in a 
W heat. 2 Bt a 

ut nevera puff of smoke passes through 
the cut-off funnel. Even a silk — 
placed over the chimney aperture will not be 
soiled. It is all a veritable fire without smoke. 

The invention was brought under the notice 
of the Southern Pacific railroad company and 
some important tests were recently made by 
John D. Isaacs, an engineer of that corpora- 
tion, at the boiler-shop on Mission street, 

His report to the superintendent of main- 
tenance of way is mainly a technical expla- 
nation of the investigations made. A machine 
was fitted up in the Sacramento railway «hops 
for tests, so one apparatus served asa check

0 rinciple of the apparatus,” says 
Isaacs, fe the utilization of — * — 
of the fixed. carborsin such fuels (bitumi- 
nous and cheap lignite coals) to vaporize 
the hydro-carbons, using the latter as a 
fuel; and further, to assist in the steam- 
making by recovering so much of the heat 
generated by the fixed carbons as is in ex- 
cess of that necessary to the vaporization of 
the fixed carbons. The vaporized hydrocar- 
bons on leaving the producer are mixed with 
a suitable quantity of air, combustion being 
effected as the mixed gases and air pass under 
and over incandescent tiling, which forms the 
entrance to the furnace proper.

The Artist’s Trials in Modeling His 


One of the sculptors who wers fortunate 
enough to receive a medal for their work at the 
World's Fair is Emil H. Wuertz, who has re- 
cently taken a studio at No. 69 Dearborn street. 
He first came to Chicago to work on sculpture 
for the Columbian Exposition, During the 
fourteen months he was employed by the com- 
mission he executed thrée groups designed 
by Karl Bitter, which ornament. the 
east fagade of the Administration Building. 
These are Strength, “ Abundance,” and 
“Truth.” He also executed a figure of 
“ Tiberty,” and important figures in the 
groups Air Controlled, and Primitive 
Man,” for the same building, and colossal 
heads of Apollo and Minerva, which ornament 
various spaces in the Art Palace. 

Mr. Weurtz was born at St. Alban on the 
Rhine, and came to New York with his E 
ents when he was 12 years of age. His 

ptural work was wood carving. After 
working at this for four years he commenced 
to make models for commercial bronzes, and 
continued the work for five years. He also 
made the designs which illustrate a work on 
wood carving by Blassman of New York, and 
designs for photo-lith and photo- 
engravers, At the age of 26 he went 
to Paris to study. He commenced by drawing 
forthree years in the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
with Gerome for a master. then entered 
Mercié’s studio, where he had for fellow stu- 
dents Herbert Adams and F. W. Ruekstuhl, 
who have also been awarded medals 
Columbian Exposition and 
MacMonnies the designer 
fountain in the Grand Basin 
He afterwards worked fora time in Chopu’s 
studio in the Julian Academy, and for several 
months in the private studioof August Rodin. 
He exhibited two busts in the Salon of 1887, 
and continued to exhibit as long as he re- 
mained in France, At the Exposition of 
1889 he exhibited in the American section. 

The work which won Mr. Weurtz his World’s 
Fair medal is The Murmur of the Sea.” A 
finely-proportioned boy is seated on the shore 
listening to the waves which break at his feet. 
The pose indicates that the figure is agen em 
and questioning the mysterious voices whic 
come to him from the water, 

What say the waves?“ 

Wo come and go under the Almighty's control, 


And bring the poesy of sweet 
Peace an — to the soul.“ 


These are the words which Mr. Weurtz has 
chosen to indicate the sentiment of his poetic 
conception. 

The figure was modeled in Paris and the 
artist tells an amusing story of his difficulties 
and trials in bringing the work to a successful 
termination. It was shortly after he had left 
Rodin’s studio that he took a studio 
of his own and decided to begin the work 
which he had had long in mind. He secured 
a model and began to work bravely. After 
three months he was beginning to feel en- 
couraged with his progress when his model 
left him, lured by the higher wages paid by a 
rich amateur sculptor, 

During six months he did nothmg on the 
figure except to keep the clay moist. But he 
kept up a search for another suitable model 
and was finally successful in finding one. 
When the model was found and work was re- 
commenced he was annoyed by the criticisms 
and well-meant s ions of his friends, 
and soon concluded to move to an- 
other quarter where he could work out his 
own ideas in peace and seclusion. He hired 
a man with a handcart to transport the 
figure and followed behind, anxious for the 
safety of his precious clay. It was 
not long before he noticed that the 
head was begin to nod with the 
jolting of the cart over the stone pavement. 
Fearing that it might be ruined by dropping 
completely off he cut it from the body with a 
string and carried it for the remainder of the 
journey in his hands. Safe in the stuaio in 
the Rue Perignon near the Champ de Mars 
and far from his friends the artist brought 
his work to & successful completion.

Evolution of the Boats from the Canoe of 
the Indian and the Bateau of the Fur 


Trader=How They Happen to Keep 
Their Distinctive Characteristics@Old- 
Fashioned Life of the Men Who Build 
and Man Them-Cheeny, Lasley, and 
Pilette, Their Tastes and Tales. 


The boats of a country are as distinctive in 
their way as any other of the peculiar things 
which give a region character and reputation. 
The fezof the Turk, the headdress of the 
Swedish girl, are not more noticeable oddities 
than the felucca of the Mediterranean or the 
junk of the Chinese seas. In ovr own land, 
indeed, where the rapidity of communication 
and unity of political interests are fast ob- 
literating external differences, one is tempted 
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per y 
from his lonely reef to distant villages must 
their craft at all hazards, and cannot 


the use and development of these 
boats hag grown up also a class of men who

to say that the only remaining distinctions are 
those preserved in the design of sail and steam 
craft of all sorts. Compare a Sound steamer 
with a Mississippi River boat, or a Buffalo 
liner with one of the transatlantic greyhounds, 
and the knowing eye will detect radical differ- 
ences of structure and detail. Or, to bring 
the illustration nearer home, compare a Block 
Island fishing boat with the species 
of small sail boats used so much 
on the Northern waters of the great 
lakes, and one gets a still finer sense of vary- 
ing nautical styles. 

The sailing craft known as Mackinaw 
boats, with which every lake country dweller 
must be familiar, are, perhaps, as interesting 
as any. Borrowing their name from one 
island in the famous straits they are to be 
found not only throughout the straits them- 
selves but in the adjacent waters also as far as 
Green Bay on the west, Detour. on the east, 
and, with certain modifications, even down 
the Michigan shore to Saginaw Bay. When 
or where the first Mackinaw boat was built it 
would be hard to say. The lake country peo- 
ple have none of the interest in historiogra- 
phy which has preserved the minutie of so 
many insignificant English counties and 
filled our libraries with such vast quantities 
of literary lumber. Their traditions partake 
of a vague, mythical character, natural, per- 
haps, in a region of romantic legend. If one 
gets far enough back oneis fairly sure to end 
in some weird tale of Pau-Juk-Keewis and 
the sturgeon, like a modern Arion on the dol- 
phin’s back, in some miraculous invention of 
the Great Spirit, or similar Hiawatha-like 
folklore rather disheartening to the collector 
of facts. But the evolution of the Mackinaw 
boat through the primitive canoe of the In- 
dian and the bateau of the fur trader can be 
traced distinctly. 

Irving somewhere in his Western sketches 
makes mention of a kind of craft pointed at 
both ends, with two masts and two or three 
sails, as if the rig was that of a double cat or 
aschooner. Probably Mackinaw boats date, 
therefore, from some time in the early part of 
the present century. As the old voyageurs ”’ 
became more dar they put sparsin their 
tiny craft and abandoned the laborious proc- 
ess of paddling for the swifter, if sometimes 
fitful, pode of propulsion by wind. With the 

al introduction of the art of ship- 
building came variations in Struct- 
ure. The flat bottom of the French 
vessel grew somewhat deeper and more 
rounded, the bows took bluffer and boider 
roportions, the masts grew taller, the sails 
arger, the Yankee center-board was intro- 
uced, and finally the result was the swift, 
buoyant little boat which has danced gallant- 
ly for so many years on the blue waters of these 
wonderful lakes. The buoyancy of the Macki- 
naw boat, indeed, is one of its most characteris- 
ticattributes, and perhapsone of its oldest. Re- 
mem bering that the Indian canoe of the age 
of Hennepin and La Salle was considerably 
larger than the ordinary birch-bark of toaay 
it will be seen that it had the same average 
length of the bateau and with the present 
Mackinaw boat.

Pecultarities of Women Riders. 


Prof, Harry Westerberg says that he 
can tell in a moment whether or not a wom- 
an pupil is to make eventually a fearless 
rider, If,“ he says, on first sight of the 
horse she exclaims that the horse has just 
switched his tail, or moved his ear, or that 
his eye looks queer, I know that my charge 
will have much to overcome before she ‘ sits 
fearless,’ although timid women are more 
easily curable than timid men.“ 

When a young woman who has never rid- 
den goes to riding school the master glances 
at her costume. Outline tells him much. 
Such and such things must come off,“ he 
says. And as this tidings comes at the first 
flush of the equestrienne’s enthusiam there is 
an instant retirement to the dressing-room 
and “such and such things do come off. 
A plain, light little skirt supplied by the 
teacher is donned and the pupil is ready for a 
sight at the horse. Then, brave or timid, the 
invariable question is, Does he kick?“ 

Of course not. A novice is never put with- 
in a league of the tail of a kicker. The pupil 
knows % never can get into the saddle.“ 
It looks as high as the Auditorium, and there 
is no elevator. But she is told to put her 
right hand on the pommel and the left on the 
master’s shoulder while her left foot is placed 
in his hand. A gentle spring and she is up, 
so quickly that she can’t imagine how it was 
done, and so easily that, womanlike, she isa 
trifle disappointed. Then the gentle pupil 
on the gentle horse is givena double reined 
bridle, the reins being held in both hands, 
separated by the fingers, then passed forward 
over the hands. 

Now a woman in riding has both legs on 
the same side of the horse. The tendency of 
this position isto throw the right shoulder 
forward. The pupil avoids this only by sit- 
ting ectly erect and by holding the right 
shoulder back constantly. If you want 
practice, before you look at a horse, sit side- 
ways on a balcony rail. Lou there will have

The stirrup is just long enough so that when 
the toe is drawn the knee will touch the leap- 
ing horn, and when the heel is down the knee 
is free. The tendency is to put the foot clear 
through the stirrup.

When you have learned in addition to the 
other things to keep the upper part of the 
arms down and the elbows forward of the 
waist, the riding master will start the horse 
ata walk, keeping him under controi with a 
leading string. | "Thus you will have your 
first taste of best sport in the world. The 
riding master who knows his business will 
teach you how to ride at a trot and will teach 
that first. When you can ride at trot you can 
ride without further instruction at any gait 
that any known horse can strike. Hurdles 
are to be taken by easy gradations.“ The 
tan bark of the riding school is soft, but it’s 
not nice to fall in. 

If Chicago women were not in common 
with other Chicago people alwaysin more or 
less of a hurry to get through with what they 
undertake they could profit by a continental 
system of teaching that, while it takes time, 
gives eventually an absolutely perfect seat 
with a corresponding perfect control of the 
nerves in all situations. In this, from the 
start to the finish of the riding academy in- 
struction, the pupil has no reins put into her 
hand. The horse is kept ina leading strap, 
while the only dependence for support-of the 

upil is the saddie. The horse sent over 

urdles while the rider tosses a ball about 
and learns to keep her seat under all motions 
The absence of reins. re- 
moves the opportunity and the inclination to 


fixed on the nose of the horse. In his right 
hand he holds the long whip. Behind the an- 
imal an assistant with a stout, short whip is 
posted. The trainer calls on the horse to 
start, and pulling his tether and nnn gy his 
long whip forces him to gallop round. If he 
refuses the assistant uses his whip also. If he 
is obedient he.is rewarded with acarrot. To 
make him stop short the trainer cracks his 
long whip again, while the assistant with his 
short whip throws himself suddenly in front 
of the animal, and the result is obtained. f 

„The horse has a great objection to kneel- 
ing or lying down at any moment. This feat 
is taught by means of iron bracelets placed 
on his ankles, and attached to a _ tether 
held by the trainer; who, by sudden 
jerks or pulls as he is moving, makes 
him fall or kneel. The animal remem- 
bers the lessons, and, by dint of whip and 
carrot, ultimately performs them at the mere 
command of the trainer. The horse is taught 
to dance to music in the same way with the 
foot-bracelets.”’ 

As regards the learned horse, who opens 
boxes and takes articles out of them, here is 
how the animal is trained to do it. I first 
get a carrot,” anys the ringmaster. “ I place 
it in a box. I then lead the horse to the box. 
He smells the carrot, lifts up the lid of the 
box with his nose and takes put the vegetable, 
which he is allowed to eat. The next day, be- 
fore letting the horse free, I show him a hand- 
kerchief full of bran; he takes it and tries to 
eat it. I then.let him loose. He runs,to 
the box, but—bitter deception—it is empty, 
The day after resume the exercise, 
but this time the horse finds the 
handkerchief in the box. The horse 
brings ‘it to me and gets his carrot. I 
then reduee the size of the carrot every day 
until at last I give him nothing. The horse 
continues to perform with the handkerchief in 
the hope of getting the carrot.”’ 

With respect to dogs, a celebrated trainer, 
who is now exhibiting a troupe of them, says 
their education is a work of time and patience. 
Sometimes it takes two years. I use neither 
sugar nor whip,” he informs us. “I take my 
dog in my ds, talk to him, and try to 
make him understand what he is todo, I 
perform the tricks myself, and the dogs fol-

HOW HE MADE HIS FORTUNE, 


Story of a Louisiana Slave Whe Died 
Worth $1,000,000, 

New Orleans Letter in the New York Times: 
Nobody knows the capacity the negro has for 
becoming.a money saver, and even a miser, 
except the Southern man. When Francois 
Delacroix died a few years ago he was found 
to be worth $1,000,000. His history is in- 
teresting as showing the peculiar methods by 
which a fortune may be made, 

Francois Delacroix was the chattel of Le 
Chevalier F. de la Croix, an old-time creole 
gentleman well known in New Orleans. The 
chevalier bad been a soldier in his youth and 
believed in the Bourbon lilies. So when the 
Prince President Louis Napoleon became 
ruler of the second republic of France in 
1849 M. de la Croix left his beloved land and 
came back to Louisiana, where he had 
a numerous and distinguished number 
of kinstnen among the leading creoles 
of the State. One of them dying soon 
after his réturn, the chevalier became 
seized and po of some valuable 
slaves. One named Frangois, who had taken 
his master’s name of de la Croix, was particu- 
larly valuable. He was an expert tailor, and 
shortly after he became the property of — 


new owner he was permitted to 

freedom for $2,000. Soon after this he 
established a tailoring establishment of his 
own. It was famous for two things, the first 
being that it was the most expensive place of 
the sort in the city; and. as New Orleans 
dandy of that day followed the fashions of 
Paris rather than London, wily Frangois 
always had on hand the finest French fabrics 
-_ the most skillful couturiers to make 
them. 

But lucrative as the tailoring feature of his 
business was—for away back in the 508 a

The forthcoming uction of Sha 2 
„As You Like It at Jackson Park next 
Tuesday evening wil! probably approach the 
nearest to a definite exhibit of the drama as 
an art which the World's Fair, the grand col- 
lection of the best and highest results in the 
arts and sciences of the world, will afford. 
At the hands of the great Exposition the 
drama again met the fate to which 
it has always been doomed, The 
Cinderella of the arts, it has waited 
patiently in the chimney corner for 
the Prince who never came, while its proud 
sisters, Music and Poetry, have danced at will 
at the ball of favor. 

At the eleventh hour of the Exposition, 
however, the Prince has come, although from 
an unexpected and uncertain source, and now 
it is likely that the throngs which visit the 
Fair on Poets’ day will see the best example 
of dramatic art which, under existing circum- 
stances,can be given. Sylvan Dell, on the 
water front, will be the scene of a production 
of the beautiful Shaksperean comedy. which 
has been assiduously and carefully prepared, 
and which will be participated in by mem- 
bers of the dramatic profession * . they 
have not all wo ir golden spurs ame, 
at least have wer ey 1h — 1 the badges 
of recognition at home, 


* * 

The men to whose efforts the coming pro- 
duction of “As You Like It” is due are 
hardly those toward whom one would turn to 
save the cause of the drama at the Fair at this 


late day. The position of Duncan Harrison 
and Henry Lee in theatrical affairs is but lit- 
tle more than that which notoriety could gain 
tor them. Mr. Harrison, aside from being an 
acceptable character actor, has done little for 
the drama in an artistic sense, and Mr. 
Lee is known chiefly on account of his failures 
in London as a manager. At the first blush one 
would suspect that the sporting element would 
be made a prominent feature in Shakspeare’s 
idyllic comedy, and indeed the tone of the 
announcements sent out to the press have 
been such as to confirm the belief. But 
there should be no disposition to prejudge, 
and their production should be allowed to 
stand on the merits of the players who in- 
terpret it. Mr. Lee, it is announced, as 
Shakspeare inthe astral body will read a 
metrical prologue (in place of Mr. Joseph Jef- 
ferson, who was first proposed for that office), 
which was written especially for the occasion 
by Mr. Elwyn A. Barron of this city. The 
wrestling scene in the first act will use- 
lessly and unduly prolonged and will intro- 
duce ow, the strong man, which is a di- 
rect bid to notoriety. uldoon, the wrestler, 
has appeared in outdoor productions of the 
comedy in the East, but these summer pres- 
entations never were intended to take in the 
dignity of an exhibit of the drama at a place 
where the drama should be exhibited in its 
highest perfection. This alone is a feature of 
the coming production which cannot but en- 
‘rons upon its dignity as an exhibit. 

d the arrangements in the charge 
of the foremost managers of dramatic under- 
takings—the men upon whose wise judgment 
the drama rests for its support—the ow 
of notoriety would not be cast upon it. But 
the result will best determine its fate as an 
exhibit, and the positions which its projectors 
hold in the field of the drama sho not mil- 
itate against that result.

American, Not French, Ministers Wanted. 


The author devotes a whole chapter to the 
character of Minister Washburne, and refers 
with pride to the esteem in which he is held 
by French people in spite of many Ameri- 
cans who used to feel so “chagrined’’ be- 
cause the honest old mun selected by Lin- 
coln didn’t know enough French to ask 
lor an umbrella on a rainy day. Says the

Americans in Paris would make a knowledge 
of the French language indispensable to the post 
of Minister. That it would be most convenient 
for the Minister to know French, no one is such 
a fool as to deny, but there are rhaps not a 
dozen meu of real ability in the United States, 
outside literary and educational circles, who can 
speak French, and to make a knowledge of 
French an essential qualification for the Min- 
istership would be to surrender the post entirely 
into the hands of the snobocracy of America. If 
we must have Ministers at the courts of Europe 
—the necessity of which Ido not see—let them 
be Americans of the genuine type, and not the 
balf-and-baif European breed.

It is a shorter service and a 
prettier service, and the slight changes are all 
for the better, and the English clergy see it and 
know it and like it. The rector has worked hard 
— aot bis fine church, and he can point with just 
pride to the splendid edifice he has built as the 
work of his own hands for the glory of his—God, 
let us hope. 
While I am on this subject the case of an 
erican churchin Paris occurs to me which 
ven occasion for much clerical heart- 
and I am induced to refer to it, as it 
illustrates,in a concrete manner, the evils of 
this clerical Anglomania of which I have been 
soe ing.

I have not the slightest doubt that 
the ordination took place; but how and where 
and when are the questions J am instructed to 
ask on behalf of the canons and constitution of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America. 
Let the rector have an English assistant, by all 


means, and one to his own liking, but not one of 


his own making! So say the American clergy, 
or, at least, so says one of them. 

Before this English assistant came to stay a 
number of American, English, and even Scotch 
parsons came and went, and sometimes in rather 
quick succession. One or two of these gentlemen 
were good preachers, which the rector is not, 
and one may thus account for their short stay.

Now and then one of these girls preserves her 
voice and becomes a good singer, in spite of 
teachers and their methods.“ But the great 
majority suecamb to the method and the abuse 
of their teacher and pass from the public stage.

he author of ** Americans in Europe,’’ who 
has studied women in London, is forced to 
say: 
1 am perfectly certain I can into a drawing- 
room or salon full of my Ladies, Countesses, 
and Princésses and picks out every American 
woman at once, ond that before any of them have 
spoken a word. The American woman is always 
and everywhere acting a part, she either over- 
dresses or underdresses, overacts or underacts 
ber part, she says too much or too little. Yon 
may koow her also by what she leaves unsaid as 
well as by what she says, by what she does not 
as well as by what she does do. Thus it is that 
she is always under the cruel curse of being 
obliged to reveal her national character and to 
declare herself a fraud.

Snobs at St. James, 


It may startle a class of Americans to learn 
that an author hus had the courage to tear the 
mask from pretenders who in other respects 
ure entitled to and receive homage from their 
American countrymen. The author of 
Americans in Europe goes at his work like 
a surgeon. Edward Everett, a new England 
idol, he declares was the first of a lengthy line 
of New Engiand snobs. He is described as 
one who bore always a lofty uir of apology 
for his country, and who, when men’s 
souls were trieti by reason of the 
fear of disunion, criticised the greatest and 
best statesman that ever lived—Lincoln. 

Bancroft is described as a Yankee who 
always had his eye on the main chance. 

George Francis Adams returned from his 
post in a frame of mind which could not ap- 
preciate Lincoln. And in this connection the 
author warns the Puritan that his day was 
ended by the war, and that the guiding star of 
the republic has been traveling westward ever 
since Emerson—who was an Eastern Lincoln 
in his Americanism—died, 

Motley went to St. James as the accredited 
Minister, but in lieu of showing how much he 
was in debt to his country he began by apolo- 
gizing to English nobility for the shortcom- 
ings of his vulgar countrymen. It remained 
for piain, biunt Grant, American to the core, 
to relieve Minister Motley. Then came 
Lowell, the man who had endeargd himself to 
his countrymen by his essay on Condescen- 
sion in Foreigners, and who had given back 
the blow which Dickens an hack- 
eray and Carlyle had struck. Lowell 
was welcotned because they knew he 
belonged to the literary guild. He had said 
things about England which, had they been 
said by Lincoln or Grant, would have been 
considered threats. But coming from him 
they were taken ina Pickwickian sense. He 
became, the author says, one of the social 
lions of London. He was always in demand. 
Once some one asked him about President 
Garfield, from whom he held his commission. 
and the oultured Minister from Boston re- 
plied, if one may believe the author, I have 
no personal acquaintance with the gentle- 
man.“ Of Mr. Lowell the author says: 

This most distinguished of men remained true 
to his party so long as his party remained in 

ower and he in office, but when the party suf- 

ered defeat he suddenly — his pre- 

vious role as a reformer and at once declared 
that the Republican party the party that had 
sent him as Minister to Spain and to England 
was corrupt and no longer worthy his support, 
which he immediately transferred to the Demo- 
crats. I am not now speaking of the compara- 
tive merits of the two parties, but simply wish to 
call nae to this great man’s great political 
purity. 

Jam sorry to say that since this was written 
Mr. Lowell has passed away, deeply regretted 
by all true lovers of g literature. i see no 
reason, however, to change one word of what I 
have said. In almost every notice of his life and 
writings which has appeared in the English 
»oress since his death it has been said that Mr. 

well was “ an lishman who happened to 
oe born in America. : 

The author of the Biglow Papers was a 
hard man to follow, and no one but a New En- 
giandec sould have been equal to this most em- 

arrdssing situation. So another New England- 
er was brought forward; and was found by the 
English to be almost, if not quite, as able to play 
their game as his distinguished predeces- 
sor. o followed indeed so closely in the lines 
of Mr. Lowell as to make any special notice of 
me diplomatic career in London highly super- 

uous. 

This gentleman had been a professor, or some 
thing, at home, unknown beyond the céllege 
walls; but the moment it transpired that he had 
“caught on to the English nobility he became 
4 great personage in New York and Boston, and 
all the little editors of all the big journals 
struggled with each other to the first 
to get this new man’s name upon their 
title page in the list of distinguished contribu- 
tors. These editors dangled large checks 
before this Minister’s eyes, and be proved not to 
be above the allurements of these editorial offers, 
so, following in the wake of another great man, 
he wrote in a lofty and, truth to say, wordy man- 
ner upon the virtue of keeping silence—or, to be 
more precise, The Age of Words.“ 

In this paper the ex-Minister—who had ac- 
quired what reputation he possessed as a speak- 
er—showed beyond any reasonable doubt that 
the most eloquent men of the world were the 
men who said nothing.

What France Might Have Done—Prof. 
Goldwin Smith’s Observations. 

It is a favorite argument of the Canadian 
Tories that the Dominion should remain at- 
tached to England from motives of self-inter- 
est, seeing that the mother country bears all 
the burden of the connection, while Canada 
reaps all the profit. It is true enough that, in 
times of peace, the Canadians are entirely re- 
lieved from the responsibilities resting on 
other British subjects, contributing nothing 
to the — — of the British army and navy, 

their ‘own revenues by tax-

. a matter of fact, how- 
Canada pays indirectly, even in 
ace times, for the British connection, as 
proved by the depopulation of Quebec 
and the grevious fall of rents and widespread 
depression of industries throughout Ontario. 
But the point which recent events have em- 
phasized is that Canada, although possessing 
no voice in the English councils, is certain to 
feel the shock of any war in which England 
may engage. 

In the ~~ (Ont,) Advertiser Prof. 
Goldwin Smith points out how pregnant with 
danger to Canada was the Siamese imbroglio, 
which is now, luckily, at an end. It is as- 
serted, on what seems good authority, that at 
one juncture in the negotiations between En- 
gland and France with regard to the blockade 
of the Siamese coasts a war between the two 
countries was with extreme difficulty 
averted. Had an outbreak of bhostil- 
ities occurred, French cruisers would 
have been dispatched to the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence, and an attempt 
would doubtless have been made to land sol- 
diers in the Province of Quebec, where the 
sympathies of the French-speaking inhabi- 
tants would certainly have been enlisted on 
the side of their mother country. Had, as 
seems probable, the contest between France 
and England eventually involved other Euro- 
pean powers, and had Russia espoused the 
cauge of France, British Columbia would have 
been exposed to attack from the Russian fleet

SCHEME FOR AN OCEAN TROLLEY. 


Latest Plan to Send Great Ships Spiuning 
Across the Sea. 


Boston Courier: Itis pretty well under- 


stood that the limit of speed in ocean steam- 


ers is about reached if the present models are 
adhered to and that if there is tobe any gain 
in swiftness it must be by the trial of a new 
form. The difficulty is to devise a vessel of 
which the structural strength shall ve great 
enough to carry the massive engines requisite 
for increased speed and at the same time to 
resist the force of the ocean storms. If the 
sea were calm there would be no difficulty 
in increasing the speed of the ocean 
greyhounds,’ but with the tre- 
mendous force of waves and storms it is not 
ble to do this with the present models. 
t is not impossible that the solution of the 
problem lies in the submarine ship, and that 
the passenger steamer of the future will go 
under water instead of across its surface. 
The advance made iu the planning and work- 
ing ef submarine boats in the last ten years 
makes this seem not wholly impossible, as it 
must have looked once, and there is no doubt 
that the freedom from the effects of surface 
storms would allow a swiftness which could 
hardly be arrived at on the surface. It might 
also solve the question of sea sickness, as it is 
robable that submarine locomotion would 
+ much smoother and less disturbing to the 
stomach than the present method of 1 
All that one can say, however, is that we sha 
gee what we shall see. 
Perhaps the steamer of the future will be 
operated on a trolley by means of a submarine 
cable, The advantage of this plan would be 
great, asit would prevent the necessity of 
catrying immense quantities of fuel and of 
keeping the vessel loaded down enormous 
engines.
